Due to the fantastic exganization. analogous with. our editor-in-chief, the 
first bridge column on opening and response bids (along with other miteri.l by 
various people), did not mik- the first edition of th Pxanin=r. Hopefélly, the 
first column ais well 4s this, the second column on réebids ind on getting to gume,, 
will both make it intact into the Paper's second edition. 

As my first column indicates, shanid opening and respoase bids ire fairly 
ambiguous. A rebid, attempts to give your purtner more information, ind hope- 
fully enough so that the Partnership cin mike 4 definite decision on its direction. 

When your partner has responded to your "ono! opening bid with a "onc" big (or 
the lowest level possible) you must re-c:.amine your hand. According to the popular 
Standard American bidding system you may indicate a minimum rebid (13-15 points) 
as follows: 

1. Rebid your own suit if it is REbiddiblo (le a figesecard suit with at least two 
honours, or any six- or more - card suit). 

2. Bid one no-trump with even distribution of cards and points. 

3. Bid 4 third suit if this is 1 biddsble Suit (see first column) and if it is 
not much weaker than your first suit. 

4. Raise responder's suit (to the next lowest level) if you have at least three 
cards of that suit headed by an honour. 


On the other hand, you can indicate more than . minimum re-bid (more than 15 
points but within the boundaries of your first bid) by bidding (with the first 
two bids on the "ona" level): 

l. three of a new biddable suit (which forces responder to bid igain). 

2. "Three" in responder's suit if you have support in that suit (2t least three 
cards and preferably including an honour). 

3. Two no-trump if your points ire evenly distributed (remember 19.2] points # an 
opening no-trump bid). 


Now that opener has REbid, if responder realizes the Partnership cannot mike 
game (see column one), then he should Stop at the lowest level of the partner- 
Ship's best suit. This also includes "passing", if you are already in that suit. 
If, however, you know by simple arithmetic (see column one) that game can be 
reached (remember when your partner has jumped in a new suit you must bid again 
according to the standard American bidding system), then responder must bid the 
Partnership's best suit cither at below game or it game lzvel. If he bids below 
game level, then he is leaving the final decision to the opener. (What and what 
hot to bid at below game level, willbe clearer when you learn how to score 
Properly.) If responder does not want to rebid any of the suits bid so far, 
then he may want to go to three no-trump. (Note how important it is to remember 
that bridge is 3 partnership game.) 

Remember also that if the partnership has more points that are needed for 
game (see column one), then the Partnership might try bidding for slam (see 
column one). This will be discussed in 3 later column. 

Bidding unfortunately is not suite this simple. So far in my first gaw two 
columns, the opponents have not bid, but they often do. In the next column - if 
John doesn't lose it - defensive bidding will be consddered,.
